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Under  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936,  certain  infectious  diseases  were  defined 
as  notifiable  diseases  and  all  sections  relating  to  the  prevention  and  notification  of 
disease  in  this  Act  and  the  Public  Health  Act,  1961  applied  automatically  to  them. 
Various  of  the  sections  mainly  relative  to  notification  and  to  measures  for  preventing 
the  spread  of  disease  were  applied  by  Regulations  made  under  the  Act  of  1936. 


The  Health  Services  and  Public  Health  Act,  1968,  has  amended  the  list  of 
notifiable  diseases  and  Sections  47- — 49  of  this  Act  came  into  operation  on  1st  October, 
1968,  together  with  the  Public  Health  (Infectious  Diseases)  Regulations,  1968.  These 
Regulations  consolidate,  with  amendments  all  previous  Regulations  relating  to  the 
notifications  and  prevention  of  infectious  diseases  except  the  Public  Health  (Prevention 
of  Tuberculosis)  Regulations,  1925.  The  duties  of  a Medical  Officer  of  Health  with 
respect  to  notifications,  returns  and  reports  of  disease  are  prescribed,  superseding 
certain  provisions  in  the  Public  Health  Officers  Regulations,  1959,  and  the  Public 
Health  Officers  (Port  Health  Districts)  Regulations,  1959;  and  certain  measures  for 
preventing  the  spread  of  disease  are  authorised. 


Overall  the  principle  changes  from  earlier  Regulations  are: — 

(a)  Responsibility  for  notifying  a case  or  suspected  cases  of  food  poisoning  or  infectious 
disease  rests  exclusively  on  the  medical  practitioner  attending  the  patient. 

(b)  The  powers  of : 

(i)  a medical  officer  of  health  of  a district  to  vaccinate  contacts  of  persons 
suffering  from  smallpox  have  been  extended  to  other  diseases. 

(ii)  a local  authority  to  require  a person  to  stop  work  in  order  to  prevent 
spread  of  infection  are  extended  to  permit  action  in  cases  of  food  poisoning.

NEW  SEWAGE  WORKS 

During  the  year  a local  inquiry  was  held  into  the  appeal  by  the  Joint  Councils 
of  Aberdare  and  Mountain  Ash  against  the  failure  of  the  Glamorgan  County  Council 
as  local  planning  authority  to  issue  within  the  statutory  period  their  decision  on  an 
application  for  planning  permission  for  a sewage  disposal  works  of  an  activated  sludge 
type  on  land  at  Abercynon.  The  Secretary  of  State  for  Wales  allowed  the  planning 
appeal  in  respect  of  this  development  subject  only  to  conditions  relating  to  details 
and  landscaping.  The  implications  of  this  decision  are  being  carefully  considered  and 
as  soon  as  these  issues  are  clarified  a meeting  of  the  Cynon  Valley  Joint  Sewerage 
Committee  will  be  held  to  discuss  future  action  on  the  above  project. 
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RIVER  POLLUTION 

The  state  of  the  River  Cynon  within  the  area  has  been  maintained  in  a reason- 
ably satisfactory  condition  throughout  the  year. 

During  1968  the  River  Dare  was  subjected  to  spasmodic  pollution,  being  fouled 
by  slurry  and  oil  arising  from  the  recovery  operations.  The  matter  was  referred  to 
the  Glamorgan  River  Board  with  a request  that  they  keep  the  condition  of  the  river 
under  close  surveillance. 

In  general,  efforts  to  improve  the  cleanliness  and  purity  of  the  waters  of  the 
several  rivers  in  the  area  continue,  and  these  efforts  include  close  co-operation  with 
the  River  Board;  continual  consultation  with  industrialists;  prohibition  of  the  dis- 
charge of  effluents  into  the  rivers ; pre-treatment  of  trade  effluents  prior  to  the  acceptance 
of  these  into  the  Council  sewers.  Improvements  are  also  being  brought  about  and 
maintained  by  insistence  on  close  observation  of  the  conditions  attached  to  planning 
consents  on  coal  washing  plants  connected  with  tip  recovery,  and  constant  surveillance 
of  permanent  washeries  operated  by  the  National  Coal  Board. 

These  combined  efforts  will,  it  is  hoped,  bring  about  a progressive  improvement 
in  the  state  of  the  waters  of  the  rivers  in  the  Cynon  Valley.

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ATMOSPHERIC  POLLUTION 

The  year  1967  ended  with  the  confident  expectation  that  the  N.C.B.  would, 
at  an  early  date,  be  submitting  an  application  to  erect  an  experimental  plant  based, 
on  the  Balfour  process  at  the  Phurnacite  Plant  at  Abercwmboi,  and  that  this  ex- 
perimental plant  would  be  successful,  for  as  stated  in  last  year’s  annual  report,  “the 
Balfour  process  does  hold  out  the  hope  of  a major  breakthrough  and  providing  the 
pilot  plant  proves  successful,  this  process  could  well  be  the  means  of  drastically  reducing 
in  the  foreseeable  future,  the  Atmospheric  Pollution  which  at  present  plagues  the 
Cynon  Valley.” 

It  was  therfeore  a source  of  dismay  to  find  that  the  Boards  initial  proposals 
were  for  the  extension  of  the  present  plant  by  the  construction  of  two  new  Disticoke 
batteries  based  on  the  exiting  method  of  operation.  The  official  planning  application, 
however,  submitted  in  February  1968,  provided  for  the  construction  of  two  Disticoke 
batteries  together  with  a Balfour  pilot  plant  and  was  accompanied  by  a statement 
setting  out  the  considerations  that  forced  the  Board  to  give  up  the  idea  of  using  the 
Balfour  process  alone  for  the  immediate  extension  of  the  plant.  These  considerations 
contended  that  new  issues  raised  by  developments  in  the  Raw  Coal  Market  demanded 
a viable  process  in  full  operation  by  1970,  and  to  meet  such  a date  by  the  Balfour 
system  was  not  possible.  Should  the  pilot  plant  require  extended  investigation  it  was 
possible  that  no  commercial  production  would  be  possible  until  1972  by  which  time  a 
substantial  market  would  be  lost  forever.  While  the  Board  appreciated  that  some  of 
the  problems  of  pollution  had  not  been  solved  on  the  existing  batteries,  they  felt  that 
the  only  possible  course  of  action  fo  meet  the  demands  of  an  expanding  market  was  the 
installation  of  two  further  Disticoke  batteries.  They  appreciated  the  importance 
attached  by  the  Council  to  consideration  of  alternative  processes  and  to  meet  these 
and  the  wishes  of  the  community  they  also  sought  Planning  Authority  for  a Balfour 
pilot  plant.  Members  of  the  Town  Planning  Committee  were  not  in  a position  to 
grant  an  application  outright  as  the  land  on  which  it  was  proposed  to  build  the  batteries 
was  not  scheduled  for  industrial  use  and  since  it  was  “out  of  accord”  with  the  provisions 
of  the  Development  Plan  it  fell  to  be  considered  in  the  context  of  the  Town  and 
Country  Planning  (Development  Plans)  Direction  1965.  The  Aberdare  Urban  District 
Council  decided  to  initiate  the  procedure  prescribed  by  the  1965  Direction  and  the 
matter  was  eventually  referred  to  the  Secretary  of  State  for  Wales,  who  because  of  the 
nature  of  the  proposal  and  the  objections  (which  were  mainly  on  the  ground  that  the 
proposals  would  increase  the  atmospheric  pollution  which  had  been  the  subject  of 
complaint  over  many  years)  decided  to  call  in  the  application  and  hold  a public  inquiry. 

The  Board  subsequently  felt  that  the  inevitable  delays  arising  from  the  es- 
tablishment of  a full  scale  public  inquiry  were  such  that  by  the  time  the  new  plant 
was  erected,  the  markets  which  it  was  designed  to  supply  would  have  disappeared 
and,  therefore,  withdrew  the  original  application  and  substituted  two  further  ap- 
plications. These  were  in  respect  of  the  construction  of  a Balfour  pilot  plant  within 
the  confines  of  the  existing  industrial  area  and  the  erection  of  one  additional  Disticoke 
Battery.  To  protect  the  locality  from  further  continuing  nuisance  by  pollution  of  the 
atmosphere,  permission  for  the  development  of  the  Disticoke  Battery  was  given  on 
the  condition  that  the  detailed  design  for  the  new  building  should  incorporate  all 
such  practicable  constructional  features  as  would  be  likely  to  reduce  the  incidence  of 
atmoshperic  pollution  from  the  Phurnacite  Plant  and  should  include  in  particular  an 
independent  quenching  tower  designed  to  limit  grit  emission  during  quenching  in 
the  production  process. 
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Comparative  Statistical  Information 

Included  once  more  in  this  Report  are,  the  tables  showing  the  results  of  the 
analyses  made,  during  the  year,  of  the  deposits  at  the  atmospheric  pollution  measuring 
stations  set  up  in  various  points  in  the  Aberdare  and  Mountain  Ash  Urban  Districts, 
As  in  previous  years,  these  results  continued  to  be  submitted  to  the  Department  of 
Scientific  and  Industrial  Research  and  National  Coal  Board,  as  well  as  being  reported 
periodically,  to  the  two  Councils  concerned. 

As  a rough  and  by  no  means  scientific  guide,  an  approximation  of  the  standards 
of  pollution  to  be  expected  in  the  varying  atmoshperic  conditions  to  be  found  in  the 
country,  a clean  town  and  a “black”  area  of  dense  population  and  heavy  industrial 
development,  is  given  below. 

Finally  the  warning  is  reiterated  as  to  the  dangers  arising  from  efforts  to  pro- 
duce, from  these  figures,  scientific  conclusions  rather  than,  as  is  the  intention,  material 
of  general  interest  value.

COMPARATIVE  STATISTICAL  INFORMATION 
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CINEMAS 

Certificates  of  fitness  submitted  by  the  licencees  with  regard  to  First  Aid, 
Fire  Fighting,  etc.,  were  approved  by  the  Health  Committee  during  the  year.  The 
Clerk  of  the  Council  administers  this  service.  The  close  liaison  that  has  always  existed 
between  the  Shops  Inspector  and  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  continues,  and  there 
is  interchange  of  information  upon  the  matters  within  their  various  provinces  ensuring 
effective  and  efficient  supervision  upon  all  matters  within  their  respective  jurisdiction. 

The  sanitary  arrangements  of  all  the  cinemas  are  adequate  and  the  management 
are  at  all  times  helpful  and  co-operative  in  order  to  ensure  good  maintenance. 


LICENSED  PREMISES— HYGIENE 

All  licensed  premises  within  the  district  are  periodically  inspected  by  the 
Public  Health  Inspectors  and  where  necessary,  improvements  have  been  required 
and  carried  out  for  the  satisfactory  maintenance  of  hygiene  at  these  premises. 

Inspections  of  licensed  premises  have  as  their  main  purpose  the  ensuring  that 
the  Hygiene  Regulations  are  observed,  but  frequently  repairs  and  improvements  are 
effected  in  the  living  quarters  of  the  licensee  following  upon  representation  to  the 
owners . 

Todays  patrons  demand  a degree  of  comfort  and  there  is  a continued  trend 
towards  the  general  improvement  of  licensed  premises. 

Two  licensed  premises  within  the  district  were  closed,  but  no  new  premises 
opened  during  the  year. 

As  in  past  reports  I have  to  state  that  a close  liaison  exists  between  the  Licensing 
Justices,  the  Superintendent  of  Police  and  the  Public  Health  Department,  with  regard 
to  the  hygiene  and  inspection  of  licensed  premises  in  the  district. 


PUBLIC  CLEANSING 

The  Councils  Engineer  and  Surveyor’s  Department  is  responsible  for 
the  scavenging  and  road  cleansing  service.  The  emptying  of  road  gullies  and  sweeping 
of  gutters  on  main  roads  are  all  carried  out  by  mechanical  means.  Refuse  collection 
is  by  modern  rear  loaded  propelled  vehicles. 

The  is  still  only  one  official  tipping  site  in  the  area,  this  being  situated  at 
Ynyscynon,  Aberaman.  This  is  a controlled  tipping  site  used  for  the  reclamation  of 
low  lying  land  liable  to  flooding  which  is  adjacent  to  the  River  Cynon.  This  site  is 
progressing  satisfactorily  and  a large  area  of  land  has  now  been  claimed. 

The  distribution  of  refuse  bins  to  house-holders  in  the  area  is  now  complete 
and  the  replacement  of  damaged  refuse  bins  is  being  carried  out.  1 he  Engineer  and 
Surveyor’s  Department,  collect,  when  notified  all  unwanted  mattresses  etc.,  but 
indiscriminate  dumping  of  refuse  still  remains  a real  and  difficult  problem. 
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UNSOUND  FOOD 

Miscellaneous  articles  of  food  of  the  above  description  condemned  as  unfit 
for  human  consumption  amounted  to  3 tons,  10  cwts.  and  48  lbs. 

Condemned  foodstuff  was  disposed  of  with  proper  care  at  the  L.A.’s  tip.  The 
tip  is  under  regular  inspection  by  the  Public  Health  Inspectors. 

BACTERIOLOGICAL  AND  CHEMICAL  EXAMINATIONS 

I must  again  express  my  gratitude  to  Dr.  L.  E.  Coles,  Public  Analyst,  and 
to  Dr.  R.  W.  S.  Harvey  of  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  for  the  advice  and  assistance 
I have  had  from  them  in  connection  with  the  wide  variety  of  chemical  and  bacteriological 
analyses  and  investigations  which  they  have  carried  out  on  behalf  of  the  Local  Authority. 

During  the  year  42  speciments  were  sent  by  the  Public  Health  Department, 
and  local  general  practitioners,  for  examination. 

FOOD  AND  DRUGS  ACT,  1955 

The  Council  is  the  Food  and  Drugs  Authority  for  the  District  and  during 
the  year  the  number  of  samples  taken  and  submitted  to  the  Public  Analyst,  approx- 
imated to  one  sample  per  135  members  of  the  population. 

The  number  of  samples  taken  during  the  year  for  qualitative  analysis  was  293 
comprising  60  milks,  235  other  foods,  4 of  which  were  found  to  be  unsatisfactory  and 
1 drug.

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ICE  CREAM 

All  the  shops  and  premises  where  ice  cream  is  sold  and  prepared  for  sale  were 
inspected  by  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  during  the  year.  Vehicles  used  for  the  sale 
of  ice  cream  were  also  inspected  and  kept  under  observation. 

The  Ice  Cream  (Heat  Treatment)  Regulations  prescribe  the  method  by  which 
ice  cream  is  manufactured  and  the  occupiers  of  all  registered  premises  within  the 
district  are  aware  of  the  requirements  of  these  regulations,  and  I am  pleased  to  report 
that  any  suggestions  made  have  readily  been  complied  with.

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WORLD  HEALTH  EDUCATION  COUNCIL  LIMITED 

The  Health  Education  Council  which  was  set  up  by  the  Government  to  plan 
and  promote  national  programmes  on  health  education,  and  to  assist  in  the  development 
of  local  programmes  in  co-operation  with  local  authorities,  professional  organisations, 
voluntary  bodies,  industry  and  commerce,  has  now  assumed  responsibilities  for  all 
the  activities  of  the  former  Central  Council  of  Health  education,  in  addition  to  the 
health  education  promotional  or  activities  of  the  Ministry  of  Health.  An  annual  con- 
tribution used  to  be  made  to  the  Central  Council  of  Health  Education  and  the  Aberdare 
Council  continues  membership  of  the  substitute  body.

Camp  for  families  who,  in  the  main,  have  been  rendered  homeless  by  eviction 
from  their  homes. 

In  addition  to  the  above  the  County  Council  have  approved  a scheme  for 
affording  financial  assistance  towards  the  provision  of  “ Intermediate  Ac- 
commodation ” by  Housing  Authorities,  and  contributes  to  the  cost  of  the 
scheme. 

Since  1964  there  is  provided  at  the  Old  Isolation  Hospital,  Llanwonno  Road, 
Mountain  Ash  four  units  for  use  as  intermediate  accommodation.  The  scheme 
is  administered  through  a Joint  Committee  of  the  three  Councils  viz:-  Aberdare, 
Mountain  Ash,  and  Pontypridd  whose  functions  are: — - 

(i)  To  select  tenants  to  occupy  the  accommodation  from  “Homeless  Family” 
cases  presented  to  them  by  the  Medical  Officers  of  Health  for  the  three 
Councils. 

(ii)  To  review,  in  the  light  of  Reports  by  the  said  Medical  Officers  of  Health, 
the  progress  of  any  “ Problem  Families  ” so  accommodated,  towards 
rehabilitation. 

(iii)  To  decide  when  tenancies  shall  be  terminated,  subject,  however,  to  a 
maximum  period  in  all  cases,  of  six  months. 

(iv)  To  commend  to  the  Council  from  whose  District  any  tenant  is  admitted 
to  the  accommodation  any  such  tenant  considered  worthy  of  normal 
rehousing  in  the  District  concerned,  whether  as  a result  of  rehabilitation 
or  otherw;se. 

The  term  “ Homeless  Family  ” includes  not  only  “ Problem  Families  ” from 
Council  owned  and  private  accommodation  in  the  three  districts,  but  also 
those  rendered  homeless  for  any  other  cause  and  for  whom  no  other  normal 
housing  accommodation  is  immediately  available. 

The  main  advantage  of  providing  “ Intermediate  Accommodation  ” is  that  the 
whole  family  is  kept  intact,  as  opposed  to  Rhoose  Camp,  where  only  the  mother 
and  children  are  accommodated. 

In  1968  six  complete  families  were  temporarily  housed  within  the  scheme  and 
two  of  these  were  granted  the  tenancy  of  Council  houses  at  the  end  of  the  six 
months  maximum  period. 
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MEALS  ON  WHEELS  SERVICE 
REPORT  FOR  THE  YEAR  ENDED  31st  DECEMBER,  1968 

Throughout  1968  the  service  has  been  able  to  provide  three  meals  per  week 
to  all  recipients.  As  not  every-one  has  required  the  maximum  number  of  meals  avail- 
able it  has  been  possible,  on  a very  limited  basis  to  provide  an  emergency  service  of 
five  meals  per  week  when  required.  At  the  present  time  four  old  people  are  enjoying 
this  extended  service. 

Because  of  the  extent  of  the  Urban  area,  meals  are  now  being  delivered  to  the 
top  of  Cefnpennar,  the  route  passing  through  the  Mountain  Ash  U.D.C.  area.  Meals 
are  also  being  provided  on  an  agency  basis  to  six  residents  of  Neath  R.D.C.  who  live 
in  that  part  of  Hirwaun  not  covered  by  the  Aberdare  area.  Meals  are  delivered  twice 
weekly  and  all  recipients  have  expressed  their  satisfaction  with  the  new  arrangements . 

Due  to  the  deteriorating  financial  position  of  the  Transport  Department  Canteen 
the  supply  of  meals  was  discontinued  at  the  end  of  June.  Fortunately,  extra  meals, 
were  available  from  Helliwells  Ltd.,  Robertstown  and  the  service  was  not  interrupted. 
Helliwells  now  supply  five  out  of  every  six  meals  delivered  and  the  remainder  are 
obtained  from  Aberdare  Cables  Ltd.

Old  Peoples  Welfare 

As  in  previous  years  the  Council  has  continued  to  provide  tickets  for  a one 
weeks  stay  at  “ The  Rest  ” Porthcawl.  This  year  42  tickets  were  distributed  through 
the  14  Old  Age  Pensioners  Branches  in  the  area,  on  the  understanding  that  all  old 
people  resident  in  the  area  were  eligible  for  a ticket. 

A sum  of  £300  was  distributed  to  the  14  Branches  in  the  area  in  connection 
with  Old  Peoples’  Week.  This  was  to  enable  branches  to  provide  a function  to  which  all 
old  people  could  be  invited. 
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Joint  Day  Centre 

On  the  30th  March,  1968,  on  the  former  site  of  St.  Mair’s  Church,  construction 
commenced  on  a building  which  is  to  provide  in  a common  block  a Joint  Day  Centre 
for  the  elderly  and  the  handicapped  of  this  district.  It  is  “Joint”  in  two  senses:  firstly, 
because  it  is  being  constructed  by  the  Aberdare  Urban  D'strict  Council  on  behalf 
of  the  Glamorgan  County  Council,  as  well  as  themselves;  secondly,  because  it  is  to 
be  jointly  used  by  old  persons  and  handicapped  persons.  It  is  recognised  that  these 
two  last  classes  of  persons  are  not  mutually  exclusive  because  there  are,  in  fact,  many 
persons  who  are  handicapped  and  not  old,  and  many  who  are  old  and  not  handicapped, 
but  there  are,  unfortunately,  quite  a number  of  both. 

The  St.  Marys  Joint  Day  Centre  at  Aberdare  therefore,  is  a joint  project  between 
Aberdare  Urban  District  Council  and  the  Glamorgan  County  Council  to  provide 
social,  recreational  and  cultural  facilities  for  the  elderly  and  handicapped,  and  has 
been  planned  on  the  basis  that  the  many  features  to  such  a project,  such  as  recreation, 
dining  and  possibly  occupational  therapy  facilities,  can  be  enjoyed  in  common  by 
both  groups. 


The  purpose  built  centre  has  been  designed  so  that  there  are  no  steps  or  gradients 
and  that  all  doorways  are  wide  enough  to  accommodate  wheel  chairs,  thus  ensuring 
that  the  fullest  use  can  be  made  of  all  the  facilities  by  both  the  elderly  and  the  harid- 
icapped.  Provision  has  been  made  to  serve  meals  on  the  premises  and  also  to  supply 
meals  for  the  Council’s  present  Meals  on  Wheels  Service. 

The  building  is  expected  to  be  completed  during  May  of  next  year.

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HOUSING  REPAIRS 


I have  to  report  similar  to  past  years  that  housing  repairs  during  the  year  have 
not  been  without  their  unsolved  problems  of  getting  landlords  to  undertake  repairs. 
Continued  efforts  by  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  to  improve  the  conditions  of  the 
older  properties  have  resulted  in  a substantial  number  of  houses  being  attended  to, 
although  it  has  been  necessary  to  resort  to  formal  action  in  some  cases. 

The  high  cost  of  labour  and  materials  continues  to  make  the  task  of  enforcing 
housing  repairs,  especially  in  the  case  of  the  lower  rented  properties,  a most  difficult 
one  to  deal  with.

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CARAVAN  SITES  AND  CONTROL  OF  DEVELOPMENT  ACT,  1960 


There  are  three  licenced  major  residential  sites  within  the  Urban  Area,  serving 
for  the  time  being  at  least,  what  seems  to  be  a very  necessary  housing  need. 

Two  of  these  sites  each  have  fifty  residential  parking  spaces  making  a total  of 
one  hundred  caravans,  most  of  which  are  owned  by  the  site  owners.  The  population 
of  the  combined  sites  is  about  three  hundred,  but  this  figure  varies  from  month  to 
month  due  to  the  movement  of  families,  some  of  whom  seem  to  live  very  unsettled 
lives. 


The  third  site  is  licenced  for  twenty  caravans,  but  the  number  allowed  on 
site  has  been  restricted  to  six  or  eight  pending  the  completed  development  of  facilities 
and  services.  Efforts  are  now  being  made  by  the  owners  to  achieve  this. 

Generally  speaking  these  sites  present  little  trouble  to  the  department,  but 
constant  surveillance  is  necessary.  The  fire  hazard  in  caravans  has  been  a major 
concern  and  since  the  inception  of  these  sites  there  have  been  several  fires  in  caravans, 
fortunately  without  injury  to  the  occupants.  Now  the  hazard  has  been  considerably 
reduced  since  each  site  is  fully  equiped  with  fixed  fire  fighting  points,  hydrants  and 
extinguishers  for  each  caravan. 

The  number  of  single  caravans  parked  on  isolated  sites  through-out  the  area 
which  are  the  subject  of  a limited  planning  consent  and  site  licence,  have  been  reduced, 
(by  “natural  wastage” — people  leaving  of  their  own  accord)  from  fourteen  or  fifteen 
to  only  one.  There  are  only  two  or  three  caravans  in  the  area  which  are  exempt  under 
the  First  Schedule  of  the  Act. 

Although  improvements  to  the  sites  and  to  the  caravans  upon  them  are  being 
constantly  sought,  the  present  situation  in  the  district  is  reasonably  satisfactory.
